Now down here below the Mason-Dixon, 


city streets and country roads look dullsville. 
Tool up to a gas pump in your Ferrari and 
some Jonathan Winters-type character says, 
"A Fee-rarr-ee? 
Never heard of it. How 


many miles to a gallon will she get?" 


Don't be fooled, city feller. Behind that 


gas station sits a car primed and ready. It 
may not have the class of a Ferrari (what 
else does?} but don't bet a buck that machine 
won't run a lick. 


The national pastime down South is stock 


car racing. That's nothing new, really, to 
hard-core racing buffs. 
But what may be 


new is the impact stock car racing, and var- 
ious offshoots, has on the car market in the 
South. 


The car to have down here, especially in 


the "slock car belt" of the Carolinas, Georgia 
and Florida, is whatever happens to be win- 
ning at tracks like Daytona, Charlotte, Dar- 
lington and Atlanta. The auto makers all say 
that success of a particular make on the 


track definitely 
and significantly 
affects 


southern sales. 


For example, Chrysler reports that nation- 


wide sales of i-the Dodge Charger this year 
aren't so hot; But in some areas of the South 
there are even waiting lists for used Charg- 
ers. 


Ford reports its Fairlane is starting to 


move big in the stock car belt. Not coinci- 
dentally, the Fairlane has performed quite 
well in top stock events this season. 


General Motors has interesting reports on 


the Chevy Chevelle. But only one such model 
has done much on th track. That would be 
one prepared by Smokey Yunick (Enzo Fer- 
rari of Dixie) and driven by Curtis Turner 
(a country Jimmy Clark). 


All this isn't to say folks down here don't 


know about other brands of racing. Sports 
and sporty cars run at Daytona, Sebring, 
and at Virginia International Raceway near 
Danville, don't forget. 


And southerners as a lot probably know 


more auto mechanics than any other seg- 
ment of the racing population. Elsewhere the 
pit popsies say, "Gee, isn't Dan Gurney 
cute" or, "My those cars make noise." At 
Daytona for the Firecracker 400, to chat with 
a curvy blonde is to throw no curves about 
engines. 


"The more I go to Daytona," said racing 


expert and National Speed Sport News pub- 
lisher Chris Economaki, "the more I know 
the racing fan really gets his money's worth 
in speed, competition and excitement on this 
fabulous track." 


It is foolish to make comparisons between 


stock car racing and any other brand. They 
are all distinctive. 
But while the whole of 


automobile racing is on the upsurge in the 
image department, stock car racing is lag- 
ging behind. And it shouldn't be. 


True, parts of the South still flounder in 


the mud-flap, squirrel-tail era (politically and 
automotively), but racing southern-style is 
terribly underrated nationally. Dixie has 
some class races, class drivers and class cars. 


Don't believe it? Next time you pull into 


a southern gas station, park your Fee-rarr-ee, 
hunker down with a bottle of sippin' pop 
and one of those chocolate moon pies, and 
chat with the boys. You'll learn somethin'.

'Gray Fox' Thought 
He Was Lost Cause

NEW YORK—(NBA)—Jim Northrup, who 


once wanted to be a doctor and has the dis- 
tinguished gray hair that goes with it, meas- 
ures his baseball progress with an instinctive 
calibrator. 


"This season," he says, "I don't feel tired 


going to the ball park." 


And so the record shows that he is playing 


centerfield regularly for the Detroit Tigers, 
hitting .300 and generally establishing him- 
self as a major leaguer and a vital force on a 
team with championship aspirations. 


In 1965 and '66, his first two years in the 


majors, Jim showed a combined average of 
.242 and felt worn out by the All-Star break 
in July. 


"And I didn't even play every day," he 


' notes. "But, of course, I was up to my ears 
in baseball all year-round, playing winter 
league, averaging 265 games two years in a 
row. I got too tired." 


Jim's compulsion to keep busy was due to 


an anxiety complex that has hounded him 
almost from the time he signed a professional 
contract with the Tigers in 1961. It was at 
the end of his junior year at Alma College in 
Michigan, where Jim was taking a prcmcd 
course, majoring in biology and chemistry, 
minoring in football, basketball and baseball. 


By sprinkling him with $12,000 spread 


over four years, the Tigers enabled him 1) to 
get married, 2) to support his bride. "With 
what I made in the minor leagues," he says, 
wryly, "I needed that money to live." 


At the time, his hair already was beginning 


to turn gray. Northrup is 27 years old, and 
when he first was graduated to the Tiger 
roster two years ago, second baseman Jerry 
Lumpe started calling him The Gray Fox. 
The name has stuck, though Jim doesn't buy 
the implication. 


"If I'd have been really smart," he grim- 


aces, "I'd have gotten a lot more money, and 
they would have had to protect me." 


By protection, he means the Detroit organ- 


ization wouldn't have exposed him to a draft 
after his 'first year in organized baseball at 
Decatur, 111., in 1961. Every team in the

I could forget about being a 
doctor. I could forget about pro football—I 
would really like to have a chance to go out 
and play (Northrup was a quarterback), but I 
realize it's too late now." 


But the precariousness of Jim's position as 


he struggled through Decatur, Duluth, Knox- 
ville and Syracuse had a compensation. He 
tried harder. "Guys who came along the 
same time, Willie H o r t o n and Mickey 
Stanley, had major league contracts from the 
start," says Jim. "To stay with them, I had to 
do a lot better." 


In 1964, he was voted the Internationa! 


League rookie of the year at Syracuse and 
pushed up to the varsity. Bruton had quit 
baseball; Colavito was traded. Only Kaline 
remained. 


When Mayo Smith became manager of the 


Tigers this year, he put Northrup in center- 
field, moved Kaline (who had played the 
middle) back to his normal position in right 
field, and stationed Horton in left. 


All three have had phenomenal hitting 


spurts this spring. Kaline leads the American 
League In batting. Horton punched out seven 
homers in seven days. Northrup has de- 
livered two grand slams.

ccording to a survey con- 
ducted by the Freedom of 
information Center at the 


University of Missouri, no coun- 
try in the world has a com- 
pletely free (or a completely con- 
trolled) press. 


The Center has been research- 


Ing press controls since last sum- 
mer. About 450 newsmen, broad- 
casters, and educators partici- 
pated in the study which judged 
the world's press on 23 factors. 
At the outset, a "free" press 
was defined as "one in which 
newspapers, 
periodicals, news 


agencies, books, radio, and tele- 
vision have 
absolute indepen- 


dence and critical ability, except 
for minimal libel and obscenity 
laws." 


On that basis, 
the 
survey 


showed that less than half (45.2 
percent) of the world's press is 
free; 39.2 percent is not free, 
and the other 13 percent stands 
somewhere in between. Count- 
ries with the highest degree of 
press freedom were listed as 
follows: 
Australia, 
Belgium, 


Canada, Costa Rica, Denmark, 
Finland, Guatemala, the Nether- 
lands, Norway, Peru, the Phil- 
ippines, 
Sweden, Switzerland, 


United States, Uruguay and Ven- 
ezuela.

She also said she thought four 
Europeans had been killed after 
the mercenaries and rebellious 
Katangan troops took over the 
Kisangani airport and part of 
the city — formerly Stanleyville 
— on July 5. 


The two C46 transport planes 


also carried 68 
4wounded Congo- 


lese army soldiers. Twenty-one 
of, them were taken off on 
stretchers and taken to hospi- 
tals. 


The flight of the mercenaries 


from Kisangani apparently end- 
ed the rebellion. 


The 
military 
uprisings at 


Kisangani, 
Bukavu and Kindu 


followed the hijacking of a plane 
in Europe carrying former Pre- 
mier Moise Tshombe. Tshombe 
has been held in Algeria since 
June 30 and the Congo, which 
sentenced him in Absentia to 
death for treason, has been 
trying to extradite him. 


The mercenaries and Katan- 


gan soldiers are believed to be 
partisans of Tshombe, who led 
mineral-rich Katanga Province 
in an attempt at seccession aft- 
er the Congo got its independ- 
ence from Belgium in 1960.

— A mob of bedraggled, angry 
Arab refugees surrounded for- 
eign 
newsmen visiting their 


camp today and leveled charges 
at Israeli soldiers of murder, 
rape, arson and looting. 


An Egyptian official accom- 


panying the newsmen said a 
total of 8,689 refugees are being 
sheltered 
in Egypt, 2,500 of 


them children. They are Pales- 
tinians from the Gaza Strip and 
Egyptians from the Sinai region 
east of the Suez Canal. 


They are being housed in five 


new villages in the new prov- 
ince of Al Tahrir being re- 
claimed from the desert be. 
tween Cairo and Alexandria, 


Thirty foreign newsmen were 


taken on a conducted govern- 
ment tour of the region, About 
200 refugees pressed around 
them just outside the neatly laid 
out new village of Ain Galiout. 


An Egyptian official said most 


of them had crossed from the 
Israeli-occupied side of the Suez 
Canal with only the clothes on 
their backs. 


They all looked dirty, misera* 


ble and angry. Similar scenes 
occurred at other refugee vil» 
lages visited by the newsmen.

Military Man 
Best Chance 
in Vietnam 


SAIGON (AP) -Despite the 


collapse of their early favorite 
for the presidency, amid a pow- 
er struggle in the military jun- 
ta, U.S. officials believe a mili- 
tary man has the best chance of 
succeeding in South Vietnam's 
top job. 


Whatever the personal pref- 


erences of the policy makers, 
few observers can dispute their 
basic assumption that the mili- 
tary is the largest political force 
in the anti-Communist struggle 
here and that no government 
can expect to rule effectively 
without military support. 


Also, some U.S. sources have 


expressed belief that many of 
the 
civilian politicians have 


shown themselves far out of 
touch with the realities of the 
war in the countryside and what 
must be done to gain the peas- 
ants' allegiance. 


There is always the danger 


that 
any civilian president 


would be toppled in a coup. 
Such action would destroy the 
government's legitimacy, which 
U.S. policy considers an abso- 
lute must if the peasants are 
expected to rally to the govern- 
ment side and Jf the new regime 
is to earn respect abroad. 


Since the dramatic and unex-
